As-tha3and is cultivated they 
will get fewer, if not altogether disap¬ 
pear. Indeed. life of all kinds seems to 
be more than abundant In this northern 
country. Wild flowers grow with al¬ 
most the profusion arid variety of th«t 
plains of Manitoba, while the woods 
seem at time* to be alive with birds of 
all varieties and shades. 

To return, other disadvantages might 
be mentioned, but they are neither seri¬ 
ous nor disagreeable True It la. the 
summer"!* inclined to be dry. but It is 
pleasant, and ^her* Is usually enough 
rain for all crops. Frost comes when It 
fa not wanted; but on old land these 
visits arc rare, and In time wilt disap¬ 
pear altogether during the summer sea¬ 
son. True It I*, the winters are long 
and are apt to be severe, but they are 
'not as much so as we would expect at 
this latitude, and the snow usually falls 
early enough to protect plant life with 
It* warm, downy blanket. 

On the whole it can be said that this 
country compares favorable with other 
part* of British Columbia and that it 
ha* treasure* that are well worth the i 
Search of the Energetic Settler. 

It would he manlfest’y unfair to Judge 
any part of British Columbia by the 
condition* that prevail this year If 
so. the Nechaco would stand con¬ 
temned The spring was late and cold. 
The summer, up -to a few days ago. 
very dry. with several severe frosts that 
destroyed a large part of tha crop* 
throughout the whole district. How¬ 
ever. durin g this we ek arf a bundance of 
min has fallen, and Hfe is being * re- 
generated with wonderful rapidity. 

Hurely it Is best for intending set¬ 
tlers to know these conditions and what 
to expert on coming to this distant* 
country, that they may be prepared to 
overcome H* difficulties and rem ain . 
Of all the Intending settlers thl*"spring 
probably not more than one In ten re¬ 
mained. Why? They not only found 
It difficult .to obtain locations, but they 
found It - vastly different from what 
they expected. 

So much for the country In general 
I wish in this article to tell the Times’ 
readers something about the Fra*er_ 
Lake district. Of course in a general 
description of a country, much of It ap¬ 
plies to any section of the country. But. 
beside* thla, each section has Us own 
peculiar characteristic*. 

Fraser Lake—no onri In British Col¬ 
umbia need be told whence the name—' 
Sa about 14 miles long and on an aver¬ 
age about two miles wide It is beauti¬ 
fully situated' In one of the most at¬ 
tractive spots of the -whole Nechaco 
country.

Never, lt sssms, has th# political mis¬

There are practically 
no public works, th# only railway open 
to regular passenger and goods traffic 
being a line of twenty-eight miles long, 
and there is no Industry, with ths ex¬ 
ception of some small sugar rsflnerles. 
which do not make enough sugar sven 
for local consumption. Litarally 
everything, sxcspt sugar, rum. and 
what grows and can be used in . a na¬ 
tural state, has to be imported. 

Tet the Republic has an external 
debt of £2.4 millions, and an Internal 
one of £27 million* .But this very ab¬ 
sence of all manufactures and of all 
pubtid works will make Haytl a unique

And that Is 
what Is very likely to happen unless 
they are, subjected to such an effective 
pressure of public opinlott as will com¬ 
pel them to give hatd , and serious 
thought to the solution of these trou¬ 
blesome new problem*. 

The Command of the Rea. 

We rfaVe h very clear Issue before 
us Just - now. an Important turning 
point in the struggle to get something 
practical done for "communis patria.” 
People sometimes ask us, “Whst are 
th**c common Interests of which you 
speak? Every great section of the 
Empire has Its own separate Interests. 
Its own special mnnextlons. Its own 
life. What Is there to unite about?” 
Well, 1 think I could name a good 
many common Interests, but there Is 
no need for any such academic disquis¬ 
ition. There Is at, l£R»t the common 
Interest to the Importer's of which 
people Ip all part* of the Empire are 
just nerw Intensely alive, and. that ts 
the command of the sea? Are we 
going, between “ us all, to do something 
effective In that direction? By com¬ 
mand of the sea. I do not. of course, 
mean keeping other nations off it. The 
sea Is theirs as welt a* ours. We claim 
no monop oly. of ths nreaw highways 
^Yhat I do mean ts, that the united 
British nations should hare sucL pow¬ 
er on the sea that they could never be 
cut off from one another, or their 
great mutual trade subjected to seri¬ 
ous Interruption. The British nations 
have a very special Interest In the 
sea. It Is the sea which connects them. 
The very Idea that that vital link 
might* by any possibility be severed 
has startled them all Into realising 
their community of Interest, their In 
terdependenee to an extent to which It 
has never been realised before. And 
In all the self-governing Dominions 
there Is a movement, a popular move¬ 
ment of unmistakable' earnestness. In 
favor of combination to put any such 
danger out of the question. It must 
be absolutely clear to the most scep-
